Lieut. Gilmore, Ensign W. H. 
Standley and a boat’s crew were 
sent up the river from Baler Bay: 
to communicate with the Spanirds, 
the town of Baler being situated 
some distance inlaad. Ensign Stand- 
ley, who landed at the mouth of the 
river, reports that he heard three 
volleys, a bugle call and cheers 
from up the river, but that the auto- 
matic gun which was part of the 
equipment of the boat was not 
heard firing. Standley later pad- 
dled to the Yorktown in a canoe. A 
search was made for the Yorktown’s 
boat and her crew, but no trace of 
them was foumd and the Yorktown 
sailed for lloilo, from which place 
her. commander reported to Dewey 
his theories that the Filipinos had 
captured or sunk the boat, or that 
the Spaniards had rescued the Amer- 
ican party. 

A scouting party of American 
troops today found a rebel skirmish 
liane more than a’'mile long east of 
Malolos, A sharp fusillade followed, 
but no losses were sustained, 

Brig.-Gen. Charles King, who has 
been taken suddenly ill and who is 
unable to continue in command of 
his brigade, has been relieved of 
further duty and has ‘béen ordered 
to return to the United States on the 
first transport sailing from here for 
home,

“MANILA, April 18.—Secretary of the 
Navy, Washington, D. C.: The York- 
town visited Baler, Luzon, east coast 
of Luzon, P. IL. April 12, for the pur- 
pose of resouing and bringing away 
the Spanish forces, consisting of eighty 
soldiers, three officers and two friests, 
who were surrounded by 400 insurgents. 
Some of the ingurgents were armed 
with Mauser rifles, as reported by na- 
tives. Lieut. J: C. Gilmore, while mak- 
ing an examination of the mouth of 
the river in am a@rmed boat, was am- 
bushed, fired upon and captured. Fate 
unknown, a8 insurgents refused to 
communicate ~afterward. The follow- 
ing are missing:

The officials of the Navy DepArtment 
are confident that such of thd men of 
the Yorktown as escaped beg killed 
outright in the first ambuscade will be 
well treated by the insurgents. 

Some time ago the War Department 
made inquiry as to the number of 
American prisoners held by the Fili- 
pinos. In reply, Gen. Otis referred to 
these soldiers and said they were being 
fairly well treated by the insurgents, 
he supplying funds to defray the cost 
of their food.. The reports made to the 
Navy Department by Paymaster Wil- 
cox of Dewey’s officers, who made a 
trip across the island of Luzon from 
Manila to the north coast, described 
the condition of the Spanish officials 
who were held prisoners by the insur- 
gents as comfortable. ke 

In many cases, he said, the officials 
were only nominally in confinement, be- 
ing allowed the liberty of the towns. 
The officials are hopeful that Gilmore 
and h's men who survived the ambus- 
cade will some day regain their lib- 
erty. The department has sent no in- 
structions to Admiral Dewey as to the 
course he shall pursue, believing that 
-he is fully competent to deal with the 
situation, and resting secure in the as- 
surance that he will spare no efforts to 
rescue Gilmore and his men. if they 
are alive 


PRIVATE M’CLELLAN BURIED.

America’s Attempt to Subjugate the 
Philippines Interests England. 
{A. P. EARIA MORNING: REPORT.)

The general tenor of the remarks is. 
that the. United States. must go on 
with the work until the pacification of 
the archipelago is assured. 

The Westminster Gazette says: “It 
is instructive for us who have been 
through it all, to follow the develop- 
ments of American imperialism. The 
hot fit is at this moment being fol- 
lowed by the cold fit. The truth is, we 
suppose, that the task is found a more 
formidable one than the government 
supposed, and that President McKin- 
ley, who balks constantly in fear of a 
reaction, shrinks from measures neces- 
sary to push it further. The Ameri- 
can cabinet has suffered, like our own, 
from the lack of intelligent anticipation 
of events before they occur. In the 
meantime do not suppose that a tem- 
porary reverse or withdrawal means 
abandonment of the Philippines, for 
even the anti-imperialist policy, as 
hitherto defined, is only the policy. of 
going slow.”’ 

The Globe says: 
been assumed that nothing more than 
a military promenade would be required 
to produce permanem pacification in 
Luzon if not throughout the whole 
group of islands.

EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS. 


Filipinos Will Be Swaped for Span- 
| ish Captives, 
MANILA. April 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Gen. Rios, Spanish commah- 
der in the Philippines, who will 
shortly leave the islands in obedience 
to orders from Madrid, is about to 
make a final effort to secure the libera- 
tion of the Spanish prisoners held by 
the insurgents. In pursuance of this 
obiect. Gen. Rios will send Col. Rosales 
and Col. Romino through the lines 
from Malolos to offer, upon the au- 
thority of Gen. Otis, to release all of 
the Filipino prisoners in the hands of 
the Americans in exchange for the re- 
lease of the Spanish prisoners in the 
hands of the insurgents. All of the 
Filipino prisoners in the Spanish penal 
colonies will also be released under the 

same agreement. 

The Spanish newspaper, Oceania, 
says that Spain’s native troops at 
Zimboanga, on the island of Min- 
danao. have been dishanded, but the 
men refuse to give up their arms, say- 
ing that they have further use for 
them.

The Filipino European junta 
claims to have received a cablegram 
from Gen. Luna, ‘‘commanding the Ma- 
nila district,’’ direct from Manila, Fri- 
day, declaring that Gen. Lawton, 
“whose object was to proceed to Baler 
and effect a junction with the York- 
town,” was inveigled by the Filipino 
tactics into ‘“‘perilously extending his 
line, with the result that the column, 
consisting. of 140 officers and men, on 
reaching a place called Binangonam, 
was ambushed by a large Filipino force, 
communication . with the main force 
was severed and the entire force cap- 
tured.”

SIGNIFICANT CONFERENCE AT THE 
WHITE HOUSE YESTERDAY. . 


His Needs 
Will Be 
Force 


Gen. Otin’s Eatimate of 
in the Philippines 
Accepted — His Present 
Thought to Be Adequate. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—A confer- 
ence held at the White House today be- 
tween the President, Secretaries Alger 
and Long and Adjt.-Gen. Corbin, re- 
sut‘ed in the confirmation of the origt- 


I nal @ecysion of the administration to, at 


present, refrain from availing itself of 
the authorization conferred by Con- 
gress, to organize a volunteer army of 
36,000 soldiers, in addition to the pres- 
ent regular army. 

Gen. Otis’s latest cablegram, descrip- 
tive of the conditions in the Philippines, 
was carefully considered, and it was 
concluded to accept his estimate of 
the military needs of the case, so that, 
as he has already indicated his present 
army is sufficient for the purposes he 
has in view, the decision is tantamount 
to a resolve to avoid recourse to the 


additional volunteers. 

A cablegram was sent to Gen. Otis, 
however, calling for the necessity for 
withdrawing the State volunteers from 
the Philippines, again asking him 
whether he would need more men after 
he* had received the reinforcements 
now on the way to Manila, or under 
orders to embark as soon as transpor- 
tation can be secured. Otis now has a 
force believed to aggregate about 22,000 
effective men. 

Secretary Alger informed him that 
the troops now on the way would give 
him an army of about 30,000 men, after 
allowing for the return of the State 
volunteers. This is believed at the War 
Department to meet all the needs of the 
summer season. It is intended to with- 
draw one regiment from Porto Rico 
and to send three regiments now in this 
country to the Philippines as soon as 
they can be equipped and transported 
there, though it is not believed they 
will reach Manila for three or four 
months. It is also stated that condi- 
tions are such in Cuba that it is quite 
probable some troops can be with- 
F wn from that island for service in 
hilippines. 
dee matter of returning the volun- 
teers was also discussed. The depart- 
ment is arranging for their return to 
the United States as soon.as the neces- 
sary transportation can be secured.

REED TO RESIGN. 


THE SPEAKER WILL PRACTICE 
LAW IN NEW YORK, 


Statement is Made That He Has Been 
Guaranteed Fifty Thousand Dol 
lars a Year=Will First Go 
Europe. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW. YORK, April 19.—It is an- 
nounced here that Speaker Thomas B. 
Reed has offered to become a member 
of the law firm of Simpson, Thatcher 
& Barnum of this city. It is understood 
that Reed will resign his seat in Con- 
gress and remove to New York. The 
statement has been made that Reed 
has been guaranteed a yearly income of 
$50,000. Before settling down here, 
Reed will make a protracted visit to 
Europe. 

The Mail and Express says that 
3arnum, of the law firm, said that 
Reed had already practically become 
a member of. the firm, but would not 
enter actively upon his new duties un- 
til after he had taken a brief vacation 
in Europe. This decision was not made 
by Reed until all details of his ac- 
ceptance of their offer were arranged. 

Barnum could not say exactly when 
the Speaker would leave for his Euro- 
pean sojourn, or just how long he would 
remain. He owas to have sailed with 
his family today on the Paris, but his 
stay here will not be much prolonged. 
In. all likelihood, his friends say, he 
wiH remain on the other side during 
the summer.

PROSECUTION ENDS ITS CASE 
VERY SUDDENLY. 


Dist.-Atty. Rothermel Relies on Ex- 
pert Goldsamith’s Statements to 
Secure a Conviction. 


TELLTALE PAPER INTRODUCED. 


SOME OF HOPKINS’S FIGURING 
SHOWS CONSPIRACY. 


Last Ballot Takem at Harrisburg for 
Senator — Legislatare Will Ad- 
journ Today—Prosecutién 
Proposition Tabled. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Unex- 
pectedly to almost every person in- 
terested, the prosecution in the trial 
of ex-United States Senator Quay for 
conspiracy closed its case nr after 
nine days of clashes of counsel and 
testimony, largely of an expert nature. 
The general expression of opinion had 
been that the trial would run through 
many more days, and when Dist.-Atty. 
Rothermel announced that con- 
cluded, there were expressions of sur- 
prise from al parts of the court room. 

The end came at 2 o’clock, just one 
hour before the usual hour.of adjourn- 
ment, and after a brief consultation 
among the coung@el for the defense and 
Judge Biddle, the latter adjourned the 
court until tomorrow, in order that Mr. 
Quay’s lawyers might have time to 
consider what steps they will take with 
respect to the presentation of their side. 
It was stated that the question of en- 
tering demurrers to the prosecution’s 
evidence, or proceeding with the tes- 
timony will be decided by the defense’s 
counsel tonight. 

From the evidence presented, it is 
evident that the commonwealth de- 
pends largely for conviction upon the 
testimony of its expert, Meyer Gold- 
smith, as to his interpretations of the 
accounts of the “red book,”’ and other 
books of the People’s Bank had upon 
the jury’s opinion of the books, pa- 
pers, letters, telegrams and checks of- 
fered in evidenee. As to what extent 
the testimony of the defense’s expert, 
should he be called, may offset Gold- 
smith’s testimony, remains to be seen. 
The contention has been that the cal- 
culations of Goldsmith are not borne 
out by the books, but, on the other 
hand, show that Quay did not use the 
State money, or that whatever loans he 
received were in. the custemary man- 
and backed by sufficient collat- 
eral. 

Today's proceedings were devoid of 
sensational features. The dry routine 
of inWolved explanations of accounts 
took up most of the time. Goldsmith's 
cross-examination was concluded, and 
another examination was begun by 
Dist.-Atty. ‘Rothermel. The points 
brought out by him were that the cash 
accounts and interest accounts of the 
bank were deficient by the omission of 
certain sums received as interest; that 
it was customary to designate call 
loans by initials instead of nimes. Upon 
the question of Quay’s interest In the 
deposit account from May, 1896, to Oc- 
tober, 1897,,Goldsmith saidg 
_ “In 1896 on June 23, the balance was 
$2.56; on November 27, $2777.66; on No- 
vember 28, again $2.56; in 1897, on Jan- 
uary 7, 50 cents; on October 26, $10,- 
000.50, and on October 27, 50 cents, at 
which it {remained until the end’of the 
month. These are all the variations 
from April 30, 1896, to October 31, 1897.” 

Director of Mint Henry Boyer was on 
‘the stand, and after testifying to pay- 
ing interest in October, 1897, on a call 
loan, asked permission to make a state- 
ment in reply to the District Attorney’s 
allegations, in the course of testimony, 
that he received 
money while State Treasurer from May, 
1889, to May, 1891. His request was 
not allowed, but the court stated that 
all records of replies to chases 
har stricken out under the court’s 
ruling.

He sym- 
pathizes with the jurors in their en- 
forced absence from their homes and 
business, but said the issues of the case 
avere of the gravest importance, and 
there should be no undue haste.

The defense 
argued that the paper contained only 
figures, and that there was nothing to 
indicate that it was not fifteen or twenty 
years old, as it is not dated. 

The trict Attorney offered to put 
living witnesses on the stand, the call- 
loan borrowers, who would corroborate 
the figures. 

‘Watson argued ‘the legal points calcu- 
lated to exclude the paper. Judge Bid- 
dle decided that the paper is evidence 
against Hopkins, and, therefore, ad- 
mitted as tending to prove the alleged 
conspiracy between Hopkins and Quay. 
Witness Goldsmith has stated that the 
figures on the paper, which was found 
in Hopkins’s private desk, aided him 


in arriving at his conclusions regarding 


the whereabouts of certain sums of 
money. The District Attorney read the 
paper to the jury, promising to explain 
later the figures entered thereon. 
William A. Barrett,.a call-loan bor- 
rower of the bank, was sworn. He tes- 
tified to having paid $46.05 interest on 
or about October 31, 1897, on a call loan 
made by the bank. A long list of other 
witnesses testified similarly. Ex-State 
Treasurer and present Director of the 
Mint, Henry K. Boyer, testified to pay- 
ing $30.67. Boyer added some life to

This was thirteen 
less than the number necessary to a 
choice. and he never came nearer an 
election during the session. During 


‘the three months’ struggle, much bit- 


terness prevailed. The fight has been 
distinctly on Quay end anti-Quay 
lines. and-both sides had numerous 
representatives here at all times 
keeping a close watch on-the members 
and on each other.

SECRET SERVICE HAUL. 


MOST IMPORTANT CAPTURES MADE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


Makers of the Monroe-head Silver 
Certificate Counterfeit Found, 


A Newspaper Man of Chicago Let 
‘His Wits to the Officials. 


_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Probably 
the most important capture in the his- 
tory of the secret service was made 
yesterday in Philadelphia by Chief 
John F.. Wilkie and his men when they 
arrested Arthur Taylor and Baldwin 8. 
Bfedell, the makers of the famous 
counterfeit ‘“‘Monroe head’ $100 silver 
certificate. These arrests were fol- 
lowed today by the capture in Lancas- 
ter, Pa., of William Jacobs and Wil- 
liam L. Kendig, two prominent cigar 
manufacturers, and James Burns, who 
was in Jacob’s employ. There were 
also captured the original plate from 
which silver’ certificates were 
printed, a new $100 counterfeit plate 
and a new $50 plate and also three sets 
of plates for the printing of counterfeit 
revenue stamps, rolls, other parapher- 
nalia and about five tons of paper and 
a large amount of counterfeit stamps. 

The “Monroe head” plate and also 
the stamp plates and the other mate- 
rials were found in Lancaster, where 
the printing was done. The plates for 
the new $100 note and the $5 note were 
found in Philadelphia. The officials 
have taken possession .of the factories 
of the cigar-makers, and have also at- 
tached their bank account. 

Taylor and Bredell, it is said, were 
captured while actually at work on the 
new plates. They are young men who 
were employed in Philadelphia by dif- 
ferent firms, but some time ago started 
in business for themselves.. They are 
said to be expert engravers, and never 
before have been under suspicion. They 
are said to have confessed today that 
less than $10,000 of the famous notes 
were put into circulation. The silver 
certificate, which was first discovered 
a@ year ago last fall by an official of 
the subtreasury at Philadelphia, was 
probably the most dangerous counter- 
feit ever put in circulation, and even 
the experts of the government for a 
long time were undecided as to whether 
the note was genuine or counterfeit. 
After a most careful search, however, 
a distinguishing mark was discovered, 
which decided the question, and en- 
abled the officials readily to distin- 
guish the genuine from the spurious. 


Secretary Gage recognized the danger 


of this new note, and at once called 


.in the entire issue.of millions of dol- 


lars. This prompt action balked the 
counterfeiters ‘at the very beginning. 
Of the $100 notesi which were issued, 
only about twenty-six have been dis- 
covered. Plans were set on foot to 
apprehend the counterfeiters, and Mr. 
Wilkie, a newspaper man of Chicago, 
who was known to have done some 
very clever detective work, was sent 
for and placed in charge of the Secret 
Service Bureau. He immediately laid 
his plans, and on February 1, 1898, 
found the clew which fesulted in yes- 
terday’s important capture. ‘

Court Refuses to Admit Sach Testi- 
mony Except as to One Female 
Other Than Mrs. George—Uptoa 
Shuts Says it- Was a Dark Night 
‘and Bardock Burrs Were Thick. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CANTON (O.,) April 19.—The defense 
in the trial of Mrs. George today at- 
tempted to introduce other women into 
the case, and to show Saxton’s rela- 
tions to them by proving their pres- 
ence in his block and at his office. The 
court barred out all such testimony, ex- 
cept in regard to Mrs. Althouse, saying 
that Saxton’s relations to other women 
were not competent in this defense.

Seventeen more witnesses 
were called today, including the County 
Commissioners, who are wanted to tes- 
tify on the question of a reward for the 
finding of the revolver. 

THAT DARK NIGHT.

Upton Shutz iestified to. darkness of 
the night. He said the foliage on the 
trees was -heavy, and that burdock 
burrs were numerous along a vacant lot 
on West Tuscarawas street. Judge 
Swett gave similar testimony. : | 

Former Constable Adam Jackson said 
he had been asked to put Mrs. George 
out of Saxton’s block, and also that he 
was present during one of the conver- 
sations when witnesses for the State 
said that threats were made, and that 
no threats were made. Jackson ‘told of 
replevining goods in Saxton’s block, 
claimed by Mrs. George, and Saxton’s 
objection to her entering the room to 
identify the goods.

VANCOUVER, (B..C.,) April 19.—Ad- 
vices from Australia give full particu- 
lars of the terrible hurricane which 
swept the ortheast coast of Queens- 
land; early in March, in which fourteen 
white and about four hundred colored 
men were drowned. Eighty luggers 
and six schooners were wrecked. The 
damage is estimated at £250,000. 

The channel island lightship and four 
men were lost at Douglas Spit. A 
colored man reached shore with two 
women, after swimming four days. 
Many porpoises were found at the 
height of fifty feet. Stones were em- 
@edded in trees to the depth of six 
inches, and rocks, weighing tons, were 
thrown up. Two colored women swam 
for ten hours with their children loaded 
, on their backs, but the children were 

dead when they landed. 

The height of the storm seems to 
have been experienced on Flinders and 
Melville Islands, where the schooners 
Sagitta, Silver Wave and Admiral were 
all lost, only one life being saved. A 
large number of bodies have been 
found unburied.

GOLOVIN BAY GOLD. 


Rich Discoveries Made in That Part 
of Alaska.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 19.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] D. A. MacDonald of 
this city has received late advices from 
Golovin Bay, Alaska, telling of rich 
gold finds in that section.

-On' 
the first discoveries six, men racked 
out $17,000 in three days: »Kittleson’s 
claims are now paying, frozen as they 
are, $1000 a day on those same creeks. 

Another important discovery on Golo- 
vin Bay ‘has also been reported. Six 
miles up Casa de Paga, a tributary of 

~ Neukluk River, $5 a pan from frozen 
ground before bedrock is reached is a 
common thing. This discovery was 
made by Leo Loewenherz. Larger 
amounts to the pan have been taken 
out from gravel near bedrock. This 
discovery caused quite a stampede to

FRUIT CROP OUTLOOK. 


Reports Promise Extra Large Yield 
of Superior Size. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, April 19.—The Pacific 
Bee will this evening publish a general 
review of the fruit crop outlook in 
California. The representative of a 
large fruit-drying company who has 
visited the orchards about Chico, Ma- 
rysville, Biggs, Gridley and other locali- 
ties, says tliat the crop of cherries and 
tragedy prunes will be light in these 
places. All other kinds and varieties 
he found bearing well. The yield of 
peaches, he reports, will be large and 
fine—more than for many years past. 
The s'ze‘ of the fruit promises to be 
excellent, a point of great importance, 
as it is the size of the fruit rather than 
the tonnage that determines the price 
obtained and the profit to the grower. 
Marysville, which is one of the early 
districts, wili be shipping apricots about 
May 1, and by the middle of May car- 
loads of the fruit may be going for- 
ward from that point. Moorparks will 
a very skort crop. 

Sales iin California, so far, have been 
light, and no prices are quoted. Grow- 
ers are nolding off for good figures, and 
buyers are not making offers freely. 
Producers are looking for $40 or $50 a 
ton for cling peaches of sizes from 
2% inches up, fer canning. For apri- 
cots $40 a ton is expected. While the 
California crop of peaches bids fair to 
be large, the general failure of the 
eastern crop must have the effect of 
making good prices. The prospect for 
shipments of this fruit to the East 
were never better, and the prices to be 
had in the eastern cities cannot fail to 
be satisfactory to growers. Thinning 
the fruit is in progress in the orchards, 
and on this operation depends largely 
the size of the fruit. 

George B. Katzenstein, manager of 
the Earl Fruit Company,’ says’ the 
cherry crop will be light in all districts 
except Santa Clara county, where a 
good crop is in prospect. The fruit 
Shipments by 
express to the East, he reports, are 
being made at the rate of about a hun- 
dred boxes a day from Vacaville. 
_..From all parts of the State, come re- 
ports of a large prospective yield of 
apples. In Santa Cruz county the ap- 
ple crop is likely 
as large as it was last year. Other lo- 
calities give like favorable advices. 

The orange trees cverywhere are 
loaded with blossoms, and the indica- 
a heavy crop of 
the fruit. Olives will not be in bloom 
until about the Ist of May, in most lo- 
calities where the fruit is grown. 

There has been little damage. from 
frost this season to fruit of any sort, 
and it is now so late that, except in 
the case of a few varieties, all danger 
from this source is regarded as practi- 
cally past.. The indications are very 
%00d for a large almond crop, and the 
outlook is also good for walnuts. Prunes 
will bear enormously.

‘“But there is a higher view to take 
of it than the money view. The prin- 
ciple of conquest is wrong. Our nation 
has steadily contended against it, and 
it is impossible to calculate the far- 
reaching effect upon our people of a 
doctrine that would substitute force for 
reason, in the determination of the na- 
tion’s policy. Those who oppose im- 
perialism plead not for the Filipinos, 
but for the American people. Our n.- 
tion is strong enough to do harm, but 
it ought to be too great to do wrong. 

“I feel confident that the ‘sober sec- 
ond thought of the American neople 
will sustain those who believe that the 
Filipinos should he treated like Cu- 
bans, namely, given their independence 
and protected from outside interference.

HOPPERS AND WORMS. 
No Comfort for the Vineyardists at 
Fresno Now. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

FRESNO, April 19.—Word comes 
from vineyardists in and about Fresno, 
and particularly east of this city, that 
vine-hoppers are doing considerable 
damage to the vines. Cut worms are 
also much in evidence and threaten to 
cause the vineyardists no little amount 
of trouble. Heretofore these pests have 
not appeared on the vines until much 
later in the season. 

The hoppers come in swarms and, 
lighting on the under side of the leaves 
and tender shoots, soon cause them to 
dry up, thereby exposing the grapes to 
the hot sun. Up tothe present time no 
satisfactory remedy has been foun4 to 
exterminate these insects, although 
some vineyardists have tried the 
scheme of trapping them with more or 
less success. 

Last year the vineyards were practi- 
cally free from any of these pests, and 
some vineyardists were inclin®d to 
think that the lack of moisture in the 
ground kept them away. This year the 
ground is in good condition, and the 
irrigation ditches are running bank full. 
In places where the hoppers have not 
made their appearance, the vines are 
looking fine and promise a good yield. 
It remains to be seen what damage the 


| hoppers will do the vines. where they. 


have appeared.

FLAX FIBER TEST. 


Success of Vast Importeace to Ore- 
gon and Washington. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
SALEM (Or.,) April 19.—W. J. J. 
Cunningham, superintendent of the 


Women’s Flax Fiber Association, today 


received a letter from Warden Catron 


of the Washington State penitentiary | 


with regard to tests of Oregon flax 
fiber recently made at that institution 
from which the following is taken: 

“T consider the experimental test re- 
cently made of Oregon flax tow unques- 
tionably a success, and of vast impor- 
tance to Washington and Oregon. The 
flax tow was given a careful test, Which 
proves the practicability of manufac- 
turing flax fiber into grain sacks, which 
is the most important article of mer- 
chandise manufactured at the Wash- 
ington State penitentiary. These fibers 
will take the place of jute fibers, which 
are now imported yearly from Calcutta, 
India, at an expenditure of thousands 
of dollars.” | 

Warden Catron asks that another 
quantity of fiber be sent in order that 
an additional test may be made to de- 
termine whether it can be woven into 
cloth suitable for wearing apparet. 

Cunningham also received a letter 
from a linen company of Belfast, Ire- 
land, stating the results of tests with 
Oregon flax fiber sent there. The letter 
concludes by saying: ‘This sample is 
the best we have ever seen chemically 
treated.” 


PHOTOGRAPHED THE SIGNATURE.

FATAL RIOTING IN SUBURBS. 


GEN. WOOD'S OFFICERS ROUT A 
BAND OF BANDITS. 


Local Whitecaps Supposed to Be 
Operating at Marinnao—New Con- 
soOlidation of Departments 
to Be Effected. | 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 19.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says now 
that the Cuban army is on the point 
of melting away, and the political agi- 
tation, of which the military assembly 
at Cerro was so long the center, have 
been effectively quieted, little remains 
to check a rapidly growing sense of 
public tranquilllity throughout the isl- 
and. In the last ten days much has 
been made of certain clashes between 
the police and American soldiery here 
in Havana and of various reported out- 
breaks of brigandage in this and other 
provinces, but these disturbances are 
purely of minor and accidental impor- 
tance. fil 

Two American soldiers have been 
killed in the rioting which had taken 
place jn Vedado and _ other suburbs 
where United States troops are quar- 
tered. It has uniformly been found how- 
ever, that in cases where American sol- 
diers have come in conflict with the 
police, the soldiers have been clearly to 
blame. There have been hundreds of in- 


stances in Havana in which drunken. 


soldiers have resisted arrest and com- 
mitted all sorts of offenses against the 
municipal law, and such conduct has 
been aggravated by the common feel- 
ing among the troops that the local 
guardians of the peace had not the 
courage to use their arms aguainst 
American offenders. In cases such as the 
last few days may have a= salutary 
effect in restoring the status of the po- 
licemen in keeping public order. 

In “the recent alleged appearances of 
brigands in this province, the military 
authorities remain more or less skep- 
tical. In an open and populous country 
like that around Havana, professional 
brigandage is impossible. One regiment 
of cavalry could stamp it out in a 
week. In Santiago province, the home 
of professional bandits for generations, 
the wild and inaccessible character of 
the back country lends itself to all 
forms of lawlessness. 

At Holguin, two weeks ago, there was 
a serious outbreak of brigandage, but 
under Gen. Wood’s skilful management 
disorder was suppressed in seventy- 
two hours by putting a few American 
officers at the head of the rural guard. 
The band of robbers’ was quickly 
brought to bay, eight bandits were 
killed and over forty captured. The 
rest came into Santiago and asked to 
be put in jail, offering at the same time 
to turn State’s evidence against one 
another. No Cuban brigand cares to 
carry on his business in the face of a 
well-organized rural guard. The opin-

ORLING’S INVENTION. 


Demonstration of Steering a Tor- 
pedo from a Distannce. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 19.—A, dispatch 
to the World from London says: Axell 
Orling gave a private demonstration 
in London today of his marvelous in- 
vention of steering a torpedo from a 
distance. The principle of the inven- 
tion consists in the transmission of mo- 
tor force by waves of light, similar to 
the Roetgen rays. 

In one room Orling fixed up a model 
of a torpedo, fitted with a rudder like 
a fish’s tail, controlling it by means 
of an apparatus in an adjoining cham- 
ber through two partition walls be- 
tween the two objects. The spectators 
were astonished «o see the rudder of 
the torpedo turning to the right or 
the left at the will of the operator.

* Senator Hoar. W. J. Bryan, and 
other allies of Aguinaldo in the United 
States. frequently make the assertion 
that the Filipino chieftain and his 
adherents are “fighting for independ- 
ence.” 

Mr. Hoar has had: the monumental 
assurance to liken Aguinaldo to George 
Washington, and to assert that he and 

his motley supporters are contending 
for “the same principles as those for 
which our forefather® contended.” 

‘Aguinaldo and his crew are not 
fighting for independence. They are 
fighting for power. Let this fact be 
fully understood, from this time hence- 
forward. Let us make no foolish mis- 
take in this matter, which is of the 
most Vital consequence as affecting the 
situation of affairs in the Philippines. 
Let us fully understand the conditions 
of the Philippine problem before at- 
tempting its solution. 

As THE + en has heretofore shown, 
a large majority of the inhabitants of 
the Philippine Islands are in favor of 
peace, and of the exercise of Ameri- 
can sovereignty over the islands. 
Aguinaldo and his warlike followers 
are in the minority. Their sim_ is, 
not to liberate the people of the isl- 
ands. but to enslave them. They are 
contending for absolute power, which 
would. if their purposes could be ac- 
complished, place the peaceable and 
industrious residents of the islands, 
who constitute the great majority. 
under a despotism far more oppressive 
than that of the Spanish, whose power 
has been overthrown by force of 

*~American arms. The peaceable and 
‘industrious Filipinos welcome and de- 
sire American control, because it will 
afford a guarantee of peace, of stahle 
government,’ and of a larger measure 
of individual and political freedom 
than they could expect under any 
other government, native or foreign. 

James Creelman, writing from Ma- 
nila to the San Francisco Exam- 
iner. under date of March 20, states 
the situation very clearly, as follows: 

“I have talked with the Spaniards 
who have escaped into our lines this 
week and they have all described a 
pitiless reign of terror under which 
the common people are robbed and 

driven about like slaves, while Agui- 
naldo and his ‘ministers and generals 
live in almost incredible luxury. An 
English gentleman told me that he 
sat. down to a luncheon of thirty-three 
courses in Aguinaldo’s house. Mean- 
while, thousands of Aguinaldo’s coun- 
trymen are starving. The insurgent

QUEER REFORM. 

On Monday, Tur TIMES drew at- 
tention to the fact that the owner of 
a restaurant on Spring street, much 
frequented by women and children, 
had applied to the Police Commis- 
sioners for saloon license. We 
showed that the granting of such a 
license would be a step in the wrong 
direction, and quite at variance with 
the reform movement which is sup- 
posed to have been inaugurated by 
the new police board. 

As we then mentioned, the restau- 
rant man could not produce the suf- 
ficient amount of frontage in favor 
of his application. He was helped out 
by one of the officials, who owned 
property in the block, but he was still 
short. of the necessary amount, and 
was told to rustle around and come 
again at the next meeting. At the 
regular session of the board Tuesday, 
the restaurant man still lacked the 
consent of the owners of much of the 
frontage on the block, but the Po- 
lice Commissioners were evidently de- 
termined that he should have what he 
wanted, so they simply suspended the 
rules and granted the license.

H. GAYLORD WILSHIRE, Los An- 
geles: I readily admit R. J. C. Wood's 
contention that every “scientific” jour- 
nal in the country that has dared men- 
tion Tripler’s surplusage theory has 
done so to scoff. I use the word “dare” 
advisedly. 
- Many other of these pseudo-scientific 
journals, and I have in mind particu- 
iarly the “Scientific American,” have 
not allowed the slightest mention of 
“surplusage”’ to appear in their col- 


umns. 

Why? ‘It is simply intellectual cow- 
ardice. The editor cannot refute the 
theory, yet he is so startled by the 
upsetting of all his immature and 
preconceived notons that he discreetly 
holds his tongue to let time pass judg- 
ment. 

I regard his silence a most con- 
temptible exhibition of -the want of 
moral courage. 

If Tripler’s theory is absurd certainly 
the world should be informed that such 
is the opinion of the Scientific Ameri- 
can. If Mr. Wood had been the only

TO PROTECT GAME. 


TO PASS AN ORDINANCE PROTECT- 
ING PHEASANTS AND TROUT. 


A Bill Having the Same Purpose in. 
View Was Lost in the Rush of 
Bills in the Legislature, and the 
Counties are Now Taking Up the 
Matter. 


- A bill was introduced in the Legisla- | 


ture having for its especial purpose the 
preservation of pheasants and the pro- 
tection of trout streams. The bill got 
lost in the rush, with many others, and 
then the Fish Commissioners took the 
matter up, and with the coéperation of 
the game wardens in the counties, ap- 
pealed to the boards of Supervisors to 
do what the Legislature had left un- 
done. 

An ordinance has been prepared, and 
will probably be adopted by the Super- 
visors of this county today, that is cal- 
culated to meet the exigencies of the 
case, and that contains three prohibi- 
tive sections, as follows: 

“Section 1. rery person the 
county of Los Aftéeles, State of Cali- 
fornia, who takes or.catches, buys or 
sells, or has in his possession, or offers 
for sale any kind of trout before the 
first day of April, 1900, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

“Sec. 2. Every person who shall at 
any time in the county of Los Angeles, 


take, kill, destroy, buy, sell or have in 


his possession any pheasants, or who 
Shall rob the nests, destroy or have in 
his possession any eggs of any pheas- 
ants, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
“Sec, 3. Every person found guilty of 
a violation of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be fined in a sum 


of. not less than $20 or more than $500, 


or. be imprisoned in the County Jail of 
Los Angeles county for not less than 
ten days nor more than 150 days, or be 
punished by both such fine and impris- 
onment.” 

This ordinance will go into effect in 
the early part of May, and other coun- 
ties in Southern California have either 
adopted a similar ordinance or are 
about to do so. The trout streams of 
this county are reported to be almost 
denuded of big fish, and owing to the 
prolonged dry weather the tiny fish re- 
maining are eager to bite at anything, 
and are easily caught, but are of alto- 
gether insignificant size.

VALUE OF A LIFE. 


Michenor Heirs Sucd the Railroad 
3 for Heavy Damages. 


A heavy damage suit was on trial 
yesterday in Department Three before 
Judge York, sitting without a jury.

that island on the market for resi- 
dence purposes, the Catalina Yatht 
Club desired to secure a location there 
for proposed club and boat houses, and 
requested the land company to donate 
Bites for those structures to it. Meet- 
ngs were had between the officials of 
the land company and a committee of 
the Catalina Yacht Club, and as a 
result the land company agreed to 
_ deed to the Catalina Yacht Club, as a 
location for its clubhouse, the’ four 
choicest and most valuable lots then 
owned by the company on the ocean 
side of the island; also, to let the club 
have. on lease, free of rent, a site for 
a boathouse on the inner harbor.

clauses in the deed; and, second, if 
at any time the club should go out 
of existence. they desired to be fn a 
, position to be able to realize cn their 
clubhouse, so that it would not be a 
total loss. The land company finally 
consented to insert in the deed for 
the four lots for the clubhouse a pro- 
vision that upon the payment to the 
land company, within five years, $200 
per lot, the yacht, club should receive 
a déed free from the clauses provid- 
ine for a reversion of the property 
to the land company, in the event of 
its use as @ site for a yacht ‘club 
house being discontinued. On the 5th 
dav of August separate deeds for the 
two pieces of.property were made. The 
deed for that portion fronting the 
bay. being the site for the boathouse, 
containing the following provision: ‘It 
is hereby covenanted and agreed by 
and between the parties hereto, that 
in consideration of this conveyance no 
saloon business or business of vend- 
ing malt or spirituous liquors shall 
ever be carried on upon said lot, 
neither shall said lot be used for any 
. business or store purposes, other than 
for hotel or lodging-house or club 
purposes.’ 
“The deed for the four lots fronting 
the “ocean. the site for the clubhouse, 
hows a consideration of $1, and the 
further agreement to build and main- 
tain.upon it forever a yacht club 
house to cost not less than $1500, with 
the further provision for giving a 
clear title. in the event of the pay- 
ment. within five vears, to the land 
company, of $200 per lot. The yacht 
club then. found itself unable to build 
the clubhouse, and paid the $600 for 
the lot facing the bay, and again 
requested the favor of the land com- 
pany of joining in a mortgage, which 
t had arranged to give for $1500 to 
secure money to carry. out its plans; 
this the land company agreed to, and 
did ioin the mortgage, as the records 
show. to.:the Home Investment Build- 
ing and Loan Association, waiving the 
rizht of reversion retained in the deed 
to the vacht club? so as to permit the 


the 


vacht club to raise the money to carry 


out‘ its plans by mortgaging: prop- 


erty which had beer given the yacht 
c by the land company for the sum 
of So that, in point of fact, when 


the Catalina: Yacht Club took posses- 
sion of its home on Terminal Island, 

-enlv-received the land on which 
it was located, as a gift from the land 
company. but it also raised. a -large 
part of the money to pay for its im- 
provements by pledging the very land 
which the company had given it, by 
the company’s kindness in joining in 
the mortgage. and waiving its right of 
reversion to the property. 

“The foregoing facts, as to the mort- 

age and gift of the land, are’shown by 
the records, and do not consist with the 
claim that the yacht club refused to 
take the land as a gift. They not only 
took the land as a gift, but in point of 
fact, raised the larger portion of the 
money expended for their improvements 
by mortgaging the land which they 
had received as a gift. It is not true 
that the Terminal people ever had an 
opportunity to purchase the property, 
er had any information that it was for 
gale. It is not true that Mr. Bell, or 
any Other person, ever notified me that 
it was the purpose of the club to dis- 
pose of the property. 

“It is true that on last Friday 
when I Jearned from Mr, Bell that 
the club proposed to sell the propérty. 
I offered to Mr. Bell that his com- 
pany would repay the yacht club every 
cent that they had paid out, with legal 
iriterest upon the same, from the, time 
that it was invested unti) the présent, 
ifthe yacht club desired to quit the 
island. It is also true that when Mr. 
Rule, the vice-president of the land 
company, first learned that it had been 
determined to sell the property, an. 
that $5000 had been offered for it, he 
offéred $5100 for it. ~* 

“Within the past few days I have 
ee to five mémbers of the yacht 
club, not on tHe board of directors, 
d#bout the sale, and they have each one 
solemnly declared that they never: had 


- 


had any notice of the purpose of the 
difectors to sell the property, or any 
notice that it had been sold until since 
the pretended sale was made. I have 
been unable to see any other members 
of the club, but apprehend that the 
same reply would be obtained from the 
most of them, judging ffom what those 
already approached have said. 

“It is true that the yacht club, went to 
Terminal Island, established itself upon 
four lots given it by the Terminal Com- 
pany, built a house with. money, the 
larger portion of which was raised by 
mortgaging the. lots, the gift of the 
Terminal to it, and retained.that home 
so given it from that time until the 
present. It is also true that. certain 
parties have endeavored to take ad- 
vantage of the generosity of the Ter- 
minal Company.in order to make a 
profit to the club of. about $2000, and at 
the same time place the Terminal Com- 
pany in the hands of its most relent- 
less opponent, and that, so far as any 
person connected with the Terminal | 
Railway or Land Gompany is con- 


“cerned, the actions tending to that end 


were unknown until it was suppos 
by the parties involved that the effort 
had been accomplished. I do not for a 
a‘moment think that the action repre- 
sents the sentiments and desires of any 
considerable numbér of the yacht club, . 
and have no doubt that the matter will 
be adjusted so as to do justice to.the 
Terminal interests by the action of the 
members of the yacht club.” 

Mr. Gibbon also. said that, the pur- 
chase of a lot on Catalina Island by the 
Terminal was not inimical to the Ban- 
nings, but gave to them an opportu- 
nity to make a fair traffic arrangement 
without getting into trouble with the 
Southern Pacific. The Bannings, he 
said, had been forced by the Southern 
Pacific to break their agreement with 
the Terminal, and the Terminal’s own- 
ership of.lots at Avalon simply pre- 
vented Uncle Collis from forcing the 
Bannings to do as he commanded. 
Moreover, Mr. Gibbon declares that an 
agreement exists by the terms of which 
the Bannings control the Terminal’s 
property at Avalon, and that agree- 
ment was made in the 

cht club property was sold. ; 

Frank Thomas, who is alleged by 
Mr. Banning to have offered to Secre- 
tary Bell a low price for the yacht 
club property in behalf of the Ter- 
minal Land Company, declares posi- 
tively that he never had any conversa- 
tion on the subject with Mr. Bell. In 
conversation with M. L. Graff on a 
street car last January, when Mr. Graff 
was “bearing’’ Terminal Island lots, 
Mr. Thomas, on his own account, made 
an offer of $1800 for the yacht club 
property, but Mr. Graff then took the 
other tack and boomed the lots,, and 
that ended the casual and bantering 
conversation. Mr. Thomas did not rep- 
resent the Terminal, and no offer of 
the lots to the Terminal ever was made 
through him. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Messrs. Myer L. Graff and N. W. 
Bell, both members of the board of di- 
rectors, and the latter secretary of the 
Catalina Yacht Club, stated emphatic- 
ally yesterday that in the transaction 
whereby that organigation’s property 
passed into the hands of B. W. Foster, 
a supposed representative of Uncle Col- 
lis, there was no intention to injure the 
Terminal road, nor to play into the | 
hands. of the Southern ‘Pacific Com- 
pany. As officers of the club, they said, 
they were looking out for the best in- 
terests of the club, and doing so from 
a business standpoint. They had no 
knowledge that a meeting: had been or 
would be called for the purpose of con- 
sidering the countermanding of the 
sale, which they look upon as impos- 
sible, but said that they would be glad 
to participate in any meeting. They 
stated that a meeting would be held in 
the near future to dispose of some 
other business matters. 

Regarding the transaction and events 
jJeading directly up to it, Messrs. Graff 
and Bell stated that after the disaster 
‘to the clubhduse, éarly in the ‘year, 
Commodore Burnham suggested that it 
would be a good plan to sell the butld- 
ing if a purchaser could be found, and 
locate upon a safer spot. A resolution 
was thereupon. adopted authorizing’ 
Secretary Bell to make application to 
the court for leave to sell. This was 
made on February 21, duly published, 
and an order granted by the court,: 
March 4. On February 14, before the. 
application was made, they state, Mr. 
Bell called at the office of T. EE. Gib- 
bon, attorney for and vice-president of 
the Terminal Company, and told him 
that such application would be made, 
and asked him. to have the deed pre- 
pared and put in escrow. Subsequently 
Mr... Bell _mailed..a printed noticg to 
each member of the club, calling for a 
meeting on March 7 to consider the ad- 
visability of selling the property. The 
meeting was held and the stockhold- 
ers ratified the action of the directors, 
and passed a resolution authorizing the 
sale. The directors had estimated the 
value of the property at $5000, and that 
was the price fixed. 

“Subsequent to the pasage of the 
resolution directing Secretary Bell to 
apply to the court for leave to sell, and 
the notice to Mr. Gibbon and the re- 


| quest to have the deed prepared, an 


offer was made by B. W. Foster to pur- 
chase the property, there being an 
agreement on his part to pay $5000,” 
said Messrs. Graff and Bell. ‘We 
stated to his representative that 
we -would make such a_— deed 
only as would contain the same 
covenants as those in the agreée- 
ment between the Terminal Land 
Company and the Catalina Yacht Club. 
This was satisfactory and the deed 
was executed and the money paid. Prior 
to the execution of this deed we made 
a tender of $800 to Ferd K. Rule and 
he examined the deed and said he saw 
only minor objections to it, but that 
he wished to submit it to his attor- 
ney, agreeing to call at Mr. Bell's office 
the following morning. He did so, ac- 


companied by tie secret of the Ter- 
minal Land Company, with the seal’of 
that company, and stated that he did 
not wish to delay the club. Nothing 
was done that morning, however, Mr. 
Rule requesting us to wait until Mr. 
Gibbon's return from the Bast. Later 
Mr. Bell asked Mr. Gibbon for the 
deed, and he stated that they would 
live up-to their contract, or words to 
that effect. This was on the 12th inst. 

“The deed made to Foster contains 
the same condition as that executed 
to the club, excepting those pertain- 
ing to the maintenance of a club- 
house. 

“When the Catalina Yacht Club was 
looking for a location for its club- 
house the Terminal Land Company of- 
fered to donate the ground, provided

or club purposes.” 

The officers .of the Terminal Land 
Company do not look upon the affair 
as a case of business rivals scheming 
to get the better of one ancther. In 
business, where the parties deal at 
arm’s length and each is supposed to 
be on his guard, anything that does not 
break over the line of ¢he criminal code 
is supposed to be legitimate, and de- 
ception is not only permissible, but 
meritorious. But as the transaction 
between the Land Company ahd the 
Yacht Club involved the social ameni- 
ties, so the Terminal people hold, the 
Yacht Club members were under obli- 
gation to be honest gentlemen, and not 
to seek profit out of a gift. The Yacht 
Club deal, they say, had no connection 
avith Catalina traffic competition, in 
which the Southern Pacific controlled 
the Bannings. uk, 

That the Southern Pacific had an ac- 
quisitive eye upon the bay shore lots 
of Terminal Island some time ago is 
a warrantable inference from the cir- 
cumstance that about a year ago a 
dock adapted to ferry purposes was 
built by Uncle QGollis on the shore of 
the bay opposite the Catalina Yacht 
Club’s lot. 

Taking all the facts and al) the 
statements of interested parties into 


thatthe sale of the Yacht Club lots 
was made surreptitiously -and for the 
benefit of the Southern Pacific in its 
effort to gain a foothold upon the terri- 
tory .of the Terminal at San Pedro. 

t is noteworthy that neither Mr. 
Banning nor any other Yacht Club di- 
rector has deemed worthy of mention 
the fact that the Terminal Company 
assisted the Yacht Club in raising 
money to: build the club house. 

Mr. Banning’s denial that he sold the 
Yacht Club lots to the Southern Pa- 
cific for the purpose of getting even 
with the Terminal for buying a lot at 
Avalon and proposing to establish a 
line of steamboats is accepted unre- 
servedly by Mr. Gibbon, who says he 
never suspected Mr. Banning of having 
such a motive or any reason for feel- 
ing revengeful. In fact, Mr. Gibbon 
says, the letter from the Terminal inti- 
mating an intention to put on a line 
of boats was written at réquest of one 
of the Banning brothers, to be used by 
them in persuading the Scuthern Pacifiz 
to permit them to keep their agreement 
to give the Terminal a fair deal. 


Catalina Yacht Clab’s Future. 

Officers of the Catalina Yacht Club 
state that the organization will be 
strengthened numerically and made 
more prosperous than ever. Directors 
Groff and Bell assert that the sale 
of the clubhouse and property at Ter- 
minal Island will not result in a change 
of quarters, for the present, at least, 
as the club is already negotiating with 
the purchaser's representative for the 
renting of the place until a more desir- 
able location can be settled upon. It is 
asserted that more yachts are owned in 
this club, in proportion to the member- 
ship, than in any such organization on 
the Pacific Coast.

Seasoned stocks, and are ready to sell 
the raw or roasted bean, or roast to or-

Keep in mind the fact that roasted 
coffee loses in quality and aroma from 
the moment it leaves the roaster: hence 
it should be kept in tightly-closed meta] 
bins; never in a wooden box or recep- 
¢acle possessing any odor, for coffee is 
particularly susceptible to absorbing 
foreign flavors, particularly when in. a 
raw state. It should never be ground 
and tied up in packages, ready to be 
handed over the counter. Teach con- 
sumers to buy in small lots and sup- 
ply them with fresh-roasted beans— 
and fresh ground, if so desired. 

And, above all, advertise the coffee 
department; «alk about it: demonstrate 
its effectiveness, and win ‘a reputation 
of keeping the “best caffee in town.”
